Lless our work, that work is useless; and I trust that 
I shall be able to show you that not only are we right 
in praying for the blessing of the Spirit in the time to 
come, but also that his blessing has been given in the 
past, amongst the people to whom we have carried 
the Scriptures. I am here to tell you about the great 
islands of Malaysia. I noticed at the meeting of the 
Church Missionary Society yesterday, that though 
most other Eastern lands were mentioned, Malaysia 
was omitted. Yet though it is so often forgotten, and 
so little is known about it, it is not a little place-I 
was once in this country asked whether it was a small 
place in the heel of Italy! Yet it measures 2,500 
miles each way, lying to the south of China, and east 
of India, and it has about 45,000,000 of people; or, if 
we add Cochin China, which has lately been added to 
the agency, we make the population up to something 
like 60,000,000. I have read many descriptions of Ma- 
lays and stories about them which are almost always 
erroneous, some representing them as avery beautiful 
people, dressed in clothes that I have never seen or 
heard of their wearing, and as being especially treach- 
erous and lying, and everything that is evil. I beg 
you to remember that I am speaking from a personal 
knowledge of forty years, and thus I ought to know 


sure of good treatment and kindness, and is quite as 
safe as in England. 

I will now give you a short account of what we 
have done in Malaysia. Your society had a small 
auxiliary there which worked for many years dis- 
tributing the word of God, and then this agency was 
commenced in 1882, and the first year we distributed 
2,542 Scriptures, or about double what the auxil- 
iary had been doing yearly; this year we have dis- 
tributed about 37,900, and since the agency was first 
commenced we have distributed by sale over 330,0co 
Scriptures. The Malays are wholly Mohammedans, 
and are also very bigoted, but though in our first 
year we only distributed sixty-six Portions of the 
Scriptures in the language, yet in our largest year 
the number reached 17,000, and the total since the 
commencement of the agency is some 77,0CcO, our 
yearly average being now between thirteen and four- 
teen thousand, principally of New Testament Portions, 
but from any of which a man caring to read might 
find salvation. It has been said that we go to consid- 
erable expense for our open depot in Singapore, with- 
out adequate return. You must, however, remember 
that a colporteur presses his books, as a usual thing, 
npon the people, but when men come to the depot you 
may be pretty certain that no pressure is needed or 
exerted, and that they come because they really desire 
to get the book we keep there. Colportage is, how- 
ever, the principal part of our work, and it is not easy. 
Malaysia is not a ten:perate land like your own, the 
average temperature being 84°, and sometimes higher.

1ere. It was said by Lord Harrowby that perhaps 
the colporteurs know more of the people they go 
mongst than any others do. Well, I have done a 
e amount of colportage work, as well as being the 
ety’s agent. I speak to and understand these peo- 
_in their own language, and I telieve that I under- 
nd their thoughts and feelings. I look upon the 
Malays as nature’s gentlemen, as the chivalry of 
East ; and I assure you that a man who in confi- 
uts himself into the hands of these people is 


Umbrellas are generally used in the East, but in col- 
portage we cannot carry one, as both hands are re- 
quired, and we can only use a sun hat, and it is hard 
work striving to sell to the people under a tropical 
sun. That is not the only difficulty. Heére in England . 
you have only one language, but I hardly like to say 
how many there are in Singapore; we have all the 
languages of Europe and Asia, and distribute Scrip- 
tures in about forty-five;so that we want our workers 
to speak more than one language ; and when selling 
in the streets, we have to keep our ears open to, and 
to speak in several different languages to the people 
to whom we offer the Scriptures, which is very tiring. 
Then the colporteurs have to walk long distances, 
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and it is not there, as here, where restaurants are 
found within short distances of one another. One of 
our workers travelling through the jungle had to go 
thirty-six hours without food. Then I would like to 
mention one instance of the devotion of these faithful 
men. I know of one who, when the cholera was 
severe, went and spoke to the poor souls who were 
dying of cholera—one of them, to whom he had been 
talking of this blessed book, died almost in his arms. 
We have at present in Malaysia six Europeans, be- 
sides myself, and some twenty-five native colporteurs, 
striving to bring the word home to those who have 
hardly ever heard of it. It is not like taking the 
word to men here. Here everybody knows some- 
thing about the gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ— 
even the worst of men know something, at least, 
about Christ—but in those Eastern lands we have to 
bring home the first rudiments of Christianity to the 
multitudes who have not heard of the Christ at all. 
When we speak to Mohammedans, they do not know 
him as we do, and we have to bring him home to 
them, not merely as a prophet, but as the Saviour of 
mankind. The work is increasing, not perhaps so 
much in the number of books sold as in its effects ; 
and besides the work of distribution, we have been 
engaged in translation, which is so much needed. 
The whole of the Bible has been translated into Java- 
nese, and printed. We had a translation before, but 
we have now a version infinitely better than any we 
had before ; and in Singapore we are putting this 
Javanese version into Arabic letters, and this will 
increase the number of our readers by something like 
100,000, and in time, we hope, by a million. Then, 
with the help of the bishop, we are making a new 
translation of the New Testament into Malay. I was 
interested to find, coming home, that the same thing 
which we find needful in Sangapore is also wanted in 
other parts of the world; we have found it neces- 
sary to put the New Testament into such a language 
that any Malay who can read can understand, instead 
of its being in the stilted classical Malay used in 
former translations. But all this would be useless 
unless we knew of some real effect of the work. We 
do not in this society gather into churches; I do not 
baptize; we are sent out to distribute the word, and 
it is the work of the missionary societies to gather the 
people in. But the book is doing a work apart from 
missionary labor. I was myself a convert from read- 
ing the gospel alone—and we meet with numbers of 
men who have been thus converted. We had a col- 
porteur of the name of Samuel; he became ill and 
died. I went to see him in the hospital, and he was 
almost passing away, and hardly heard a word until I 
mentioned the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
then his eves opened and his face brightened. I knew 
another man, whom I visited in the hospital before he 
died—he was a catechist—and he, too, awaked to the 
name of the Lord Jesus Christ when nothing else 
seemed to touch him at all. We have two Chinese 
colporteurs in Singapore who were brought to the 
knowledge of the Lord through reading alone. One 
of them found in the book what he had been thinking 
of—namely, that idolatry was not the thing for a living 
man. He saw there that the gods of the heathen could 
give him nothing, and also that there was a Saviour 
who could save him; and he gave up his idolatry, 
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believed there was a Saviour, came to a missionary 
in Singapore, learned of him, and was subsequently 
baptized ; but he first came to believe through read- 
ing the word. Another case is that of a man in Java 
who bought a portion of the word of God and exam- 
ined it, he being a seeker after truth. He had felt for 
years that idolatry was useless, and he became con- 
vinced not only that idols were useless, but that 
the Lord Jesus Christ was the only one who could 
save him ; he became a believer, was instructed, and 
is now doing the best work in Singapore, speaking 
four or five native languages, and is continually having 
meetings in the villages round about. Sy 

I wish you could see Mohammedanism as it is, and 
no one of you would ever say that it is a stepping- 
stone to Christianity—never! I never saw a man 
who was nearer Christ for being a Mohammedan. 
There isa great change in the feeling towards the 
Bible. When I first went there I saw this blessed 
book spat upon and thrown on the ground, and insults 
were offered to the men who gave it. But of late 
years I do not find this—I have spoken to, and talked 
with, and read with, and sat with men, but have not 
had an insult offered to me; and better than that, I 
believe the groundwork of Mohammedanism is break- 
ing up, as I hear from others it is in India. I sat ina 
railway carriage in Java one day and heard a China- 
man and a native talking to each other, and one said, 
“Did you ever read that book the English people are 
bringing about here?’’ The othersaid,“ No.”’ The first 
said he ought to get it and read it, for it was a good 
book. Here was a Chinaman recommending a Moham- 
medan to get the book, and saying that it was good. 
Travelling in Java, I was trying to press these Gospels 
on several men, and not one only, but several told 
me the same thing—they had read it, and had got to 
know that it was full of good. A Mohammedan said 
to me in Malacca, ‘‘It is too holy; if we took it up we 
could not cheat, nor lie, nor get on in business.” 
I told him, as I have told others, that the man who 
does receive the gospel has the best in this world 
and in the world to come. The Bible is having its 
effect where it is read, and we believe that, as it 
has been the reading-book of the West, by degrees it 
will become the reading-book of the East. And now 
what remains to be done? We want all sorts of 
things—we want men, and women, and money, and 
missionaries. Why do I say missionaries? Because 
I am sorry to say that in many parts of the land in 
which I work there are no missionaries. But where 
this society has been for years distributing the word, 
directing men to the Lord Jesus Christ, I am sure that 


if missionaries went there to gather the fruit. they — 


would gather it very largely. And we want a Bible- 
woman, who would go among women and _ teach 
them. And we want money; it is the oil of the 
wheels, and we cannot work without it. I know well 
that the Eastern lands are not longing after Christ— 


it pains me.to hear men say that they are. I have — 
But I have seen thousands _ 


never seen that it is so. 
of times that men are longing for something better 
than what they have got. They are beginning to learn 
that idols are useless, and that Mohammed does not 
give peace or rest. They are longing, although they 


do not know it, for what we can give to them—this 
blessed gospel. Will you hold it back? I do not | 
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know how many places there are in Malaysia where, 
but for the work of the society, no Bible or. Gospel 
would ever have been seen. There are thousands of 
people who would never have heard of it but for us. 
Dear friends, do remember that Malaysia is crying to 
you for more of this gospel, and that we cannot work 
without that which will enable us to give it. I was 
writing lately to some one to whom | said, “If you 
hold back the word of God, you are making your- 
selves responsible for the souls of millions in those 
lands who, because you hold your hands, are not able 
to hear of the way to be saved.” Help the Bible 
society, which is doing a work that is being blessed 
and will be blessed forever. 


FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 


CuHINA.—Mr. Verity writes from Shanghai, June 
28th : 

What may be the effect later on of the Geary Act 
on the Chinese government, or on the people, we 
cannot, of course, say. So far as my observation 
goes, it has thus far had none at ail on the people. 
Wherever I go in the interior the United States are 
in favor with the people, and it seems to us that our 
friends at home have been unduly solicitous. As to 
the officials, they are astute, far-seeing politicians, 
and will wait till the best time to act. Silver has 
never been so low as it was yesterday. The weather 
is piping hot and the air is damp, making it oppress- 
ive. The mercury is over 1or°. Work at the office 
is progressing satisfactorily. 


San Domrinco.—Mr. H. J. Manecke, the corre- 
spondent of the Society in Puerto Plata, speaks as 
follows of a new movement for extending the circula- 
tion of the Scriptures in the republic of San Domingo: 

Young Mr. Kingsley started from here on the 29th 
of June for Santiago with a good supply of books. 
On the road, in the different small hamlets, he met 
with no success, and in Santiago his sales were only 
moderate, being confined almost entirely to Bibles ; 
but in a letter dated at Moca, July 13th, he announces 
such favorable sales as to call for a new supply of 
Testaments and Bibles. I managed to get these off 
for Santiago this morning, and trust that they will 
reach him in Moca about the 20th. He adds that 
separate Portions are not very salable. 


Japan.—Mr. Loomis, who now has charge of the 
work in the field under the direction of the Bible 
Societies’ Committee, writes as follows, on the 5th of 
July, after a long trip which he had taken to the 


south and west : 

The heat and depression of summer are now upon 
us, and the work is calling for my attention in all 
directions. New applications for appointments are 
being continually received, and already twenty-six 
additional colporteurs have been appointed, although 
‘some of the number are students who will work only 
‘during their vacation. I hope in this way to reach 
many new localities. I am confident that those 
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already appointed are as good men as can be found. 
In a large number of cases I have the guarantee or 
recommendation of missionaries, which is very im- 
portant. Including the old and the new men, I have 
met and conferred with thirty-nine of the colporteurs, 
or about two-thirds of those now in our employ. 
I have been able to secure the active co-operation of 
the missionaries in all parts of the country, and at 
Sendai and Nagasaki committees have been appointed 
to assist in carrying out our plans. 


INDIA. 


The Rev. N. Madsden, of the Methodist Episcopal 
Mission at Pakur, in Bengal, sends to the Bible House 
an account of several tours which he made last autumn 
for the sake of offering the Scriptures and other relig- 
ious literature in communities where the gospel mes- 
sage is a novelty. Some extracts from his narrative 
will be read with interest: 

Another itinerating season has passed away, and 
as we render an account of the work done we cannot 
but glorify God for the great number of Scriptures 
that have been sent into the region we have traversed. 
During the four years that I have spent in mission 
work in Bengal, I, with my helper, have sold about 
sixteen thousand Bibles or Portions of the Bible, be- 
sides thousands of other religious books. Some day, 
when the story of India transformed is written, it will 
be manifest to what a large extent sacred literature 
has been instrumental in moulding the opinions of 
the people and convincing them of the truth of the 
gospel. 

We visited in our tours last year nearly six hun- 
dred villages, our experience in all of them being 
very much the same. In all villages of moderate size 
there is a headman—a person, generally, of means and 
influence. He has a reception room, where strangers 
of respectability who visit the village may make 
themselves at home. We availed ourselves of this 
opportunity as often as we could, but sometimes the 
people urged our coming to their own homes. At a 
place called Dhulian there was a rich Hindu landlord, 
who sent us word in advance, inviting us to accept 
his hospitality for the night. His palace was fitted up 
according to the Hindu fashion, but he had one room 
arranged for Europeans, which he requested me to 
occupy. While a meal was being prepared he assem- 
bled his household, and requested that they might 
hear the sum and substance of our religion. He was 
highly delighted, bought a number of our books for 
himself and his children, promised to study them, and 
asked us to come and be entertained by him when we 
came that way again. 

In every village we find people eager and ready 
to buy our books, and we expect to dispose of them 
to as many as are able to read. There is scarcely a 
village without some reader, and at times we find 
as many as fifteen or twenty. After we have sold as 
many Scriptures as possible, we bring forward our 
other religious books, but not before. 

Another tour, in the direction of the Himalaya 
Mountains, took us first to Serampore, where William 
Carey accomplished his great work, and where a 
great mela every year brings people together in vast 
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numbers from every quarter. We sought the oppor- 
tunity of being present, in order to sell a large num- 
ber of books, which would be scattered far and wide 
as the people returned to their homes. There was a 
vast concourse, which no man could number, and 
during the four days which the assembly covered we 
sold a great many books. 

Crossing the Ganges ata place called Nattore, we 
met a rich native gentleman, with whom we conversed 
a long time. He could speak some English, and 
bought an English Bible, which he promised to read 
with care. 

Every year, in February, a large mea is held in 
Kaligula, on the Ganges, for a period of fifteen days. 
Arriving there before the mze/a, we passed on to the 
villages in the vicinity. In the first village we came 
to we found a little day school, with ten or twelve 
boys. We sat down and talked with them for a few 
moments, after which the teacher bought some of our 
books, and persuaded all the boys to do the same. 
He asked us to come back in the evening and explain 
the way of salvation again. He said he had never 
heard such news before, and if we would only provide 
a Christian teacher for them it would be good. When 
the mea began we returned to Kaligula, and for sev- 
eral days we were busy from morning till night selling 
Scriptures. Our sales amounted to seven hundred 
copies. 

At Rampur, about thirty miles from Pakur, the 
meta lasts only three days, and though the attendance 
was not so large as at some other places, we found it 
a.good opportunity for selling the Scriptures. We 
preached several times a day, and after ceasing we 
told the crowds that had gathered around us that 
if they wished to know more they would find it all in 
our books. We sold about six hundred copies there. 

In our various tours, and at the melas, we sold 
nearly 4,000 Bible Portions, 72 Bibles, and 121 New 
Testaments, besides thousands of other religious 
publications. 


CHINA. 


PEKING, June 9, 1893, 

DEAR BROTHER: The North China Mission of the 
American Board convened for its annual meeting, May 
14th, in Tungcho, a city fifteen miles east of Peking. 
It is a pleasure to record the fact that this was one of 
the most pleasant and successful of all the meetings 
ever held. The reports were full of most encouraging 
facts, showing progress in all departments of our work. 
From Kalgan, on the Great Wall, five days north of 
Peking, to Lin Ch’ing, on the Grand Canal, ten days 
south, the cry is “Forward!” and the outlook most 
hopeful. We seem, indeed, to be leaving elementary 
mission work in the rear and reaching out after the 
great prizes of our effort—self-supporting churches, a 
developed ministry, and a joyous and progressive con- 
stituency. 

As the appointee of the Mission, [ am most glad to 
convey to your noble Society our appreciation of its 
beneficent aid in this great undertaking. It is the 
right arm of all our enterprise. The interests of the 
Bible Society have bee. well conserved by Mr. 
Gatrell, the local agent. Though his headquarters 
have been in Peking, he-has made most acceptable 
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visits to all the stations of the Mission. Dr. Wheeler, 
the General Agent, favored us with one visit, and gave 
a decided impulse to Bible colportage throughout 
North China. His lamented death leaves us all the 
poorer, and deprives your Society of a devoted and 
enthusiastic helper. 

The work of Bible revision inaugurated by the 
Shanghai Conference of 1890 draws heavily upon the 
strength and resources of our Mission. Three of our 
veteran missionaries, Drs. Blodget, Goodrich, and 
Sheffield, devote a large share of their time to this 
work. This draft upon our energies seems sometimes 
to be a little less enthusiastically given from the fact 
that from several sources there arises the suspicion 
that one of the three revision committees does not 
appear to be an absolute necessity. High Wenli and 
Simple Wenli are divided by so invisible a line and 
occupy so nearly the same territory that it would 
seem one committee might have done the work, and 
one less version be added to the numberless versions 
already in existence. In view of the great extent of 
this empire and the stretches of time and space be- 
tween the revisers, the work progresses slowly, and 
no one can predict when it will be finished. In the 
meanwhile we are grateful for the Bible in hand, fur- 
nished through the generosity of the Bible Society. 
Our work seems to grow and develop in praportion 
as our converts apprehend Bible truth, its relations to 
their own lives and the lives of their neighbors. It 
is not wholly to be wondered at that the Chinese have 
not enthusiastically admired our Bible. Its long and 
difficult names, its geographical mysteries, its lack of 
the literary finish of their own books, its philosophy 
of life, so alien to their modes of thought, its high and 
sublime moral code, the unique and solitary grandeur 
of its one God—all these tend to make the Bible 
strange to the Chinese. But the encouraging feature 
of our work is that as the Cnuinese become familiar 
with the contents of the Bible, its history, geography, 
etc., they rapidly develop a relish for its moral beau- 
ties and discover its infinite superiority to all the lu- 
cubrations of the ancient ages. 

Peace and quiet prevailin North China. The Geary 
Bill having fallen into “innocuous desuetude,” its dis- 
cussion has hardly created a ripple in Peking society, 
native or foreign, though some alarmists would like to 
believe that we are to be expelled with short shrift. 
But there are no indications of it.

CENTRAL AMERICA. 


The recent exploration of the republics of Central. 
America by Mr. Norwood, Mr. Penzotti, and their 
companions, showed a widely extended desire to 
secure possession of the best of books. No doubt this — 
desire was intensified in many cases by the openly | 
avowed hostility of the ecclesiastics, pronouncing ~ 
anathemas upon all the “ faithful’ who gave any help — 
to the “fanatics” in their offer of the Holy Scriptures, 
or ventured to buy and read them. But the actual 
sale of about twelve thousand volumes of the Scrip-. 
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tures within the space of six months is a most encour- 
aging fact, and gives good promise for the future 
work of the Society in those republics, for which so 
little evangelical work has ever been attempted. 
The following extracts from a letter of Mr. Penzotti’s, 
written in March last, will be read with interest, as 
illustrating the character of the writer and the condi- 
tions of the field: 
San SALVADOR, March 21, 1893. 

Your last letter gave me more than usual pleasure, 
for [ had just come out of a tumult in the market, 
where I thought I was to meet the fate of Faithful in 
Vanity Fair. 

The constitutional laws of San Salvador could not 
be bettered, but for our work in the carrying out of 
them it is very different. The masses, and especially 
the women, are, with few exceptions, dominated by 
the clergy, and since the day of my arrival they have 
not left a stone unturned by the press, by the pulpit, 
and personal visitation from house to house, seeking 
to represent me as an emissary of Satan; so that at 
every step I meet with threats and contests. The 
sales are rather slow, but sure, and beyond the reach 
of the birds of prey, the people being fully aware 
that the books are prohibited, and knowing the 
reason why. 

I have just had an interview with some members of 
congress, and have tried to make them understand 
that it is vain for them to talk about liberty without 
the gospel “to deliver them from the bondage of cor- 
ruption into the glorious liberty of the children of 
God.” Some of them manifested much interest, and 
attended the worship; and among these were the 
general postmaster and the director of one of the 
journals, in whose house we have our meetings. It is 
rather singular that a man who had never heard the 
gospel preached, or seen a Bible, should consent to 
open his house for preaching services. The first 
Sunday we had thirty present, the second sixty, and 
the third one hundred; and the interest manifested 
leads me to believe that the place will be too small 
next Sunday. 


The style of the reception given to the agents of 
the Bible Society may be seen in the following trans- 
lation of a handbill which was extensively circulated 


_in Leon, Nicaragua : 
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Attention ! Catholics ! 

The wolf of Protestantism has found its way into 
the Catholic flock! A minister of the sect of Luther 
and Voltaire is in Leon, accompanied by various 
mercenaries, who are busy selling in the streets Prot- 
estant Bibles and a false book of the Gospels, Do 
not buy these books, Cliristians! Scorn these prop- 
agandists of a sect divorced from the Catholic 
Church of Jesus Christ, divorced from the Truth, and 
which is resolved on depriving us of the most pre- 
cious legacy received from our forefathers! Do not 
allow your religion to be barmed by these knight- 
errants of evil! Let us hurl them away! No law 
authorizes their coming here to dechristianize us. 
Liberty of worship does not exist here, and these 
peddlers of adulterated Bibles and Gospels are of a 
foreign flock. Nicaragua belongs to God; Protest- 
antism, to the devil. Away with them! 
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N. B.—According to the laws of the Church, any 
one who keeps these books incurs excommunication. 
All who have copies ought to destroy them, or de- 
liver them to the Church court. Moreover, all persons 
incur excommunication who, directly or indirectly, 
protect these Lutheran adventurers in their work or 
listen to their preaching,

These words afford a measure of the bitterness and 
hostility with which the adherents of the Roman 
Church in South and Central America often regard 
the messengers of the Bible Society, whose errand 1s 
one of peace and good will. For the time being such 
opposition is formidable, but the providence of God 
has thus far restrained the fury of foes and brought 
their counsel to nought. The day may, however, be 
not far distant when the minds of leaders will be so 
changed as to welcome what they now despise. Is it 
too much to hope that some day a convention of 
bishops and archbishops, assembled in this same cap- 
ital of Nicaragua, will address a pastoral letter to the 
“faithful” (as did a similar convention in Baltimore, 
in 1884), giving utterance to the opinion that “the 
most highly valued treasure of every family library, 
and the most frequently and lovingly made use of, 
should be the Holy Scriptures ?”’ 

Over against the inflammatory handbill of the exited 
residents of Leon we set the calmer judgment of the 
head of the Roman Catholic Church in England, Car- 
dinal Vaughan, whose Lenten pastoral describes as 
follows “the advantages of Bible reading: ” 

It keeps the gospel standard constantly before our 
mind. It discovers to us the lying pretensions of the 
world. It strengthens the principles of faith, which 
worldly literature and wordly society undermine and 
destroy. It peoples the mind with the society of the 
saints. It plants the desert of the soul with the deli- 
cious fruit trees of Paradise. It places us in direct 
communication with Jesus Christ, whose voice some- 
times leaps out of the page into our heart. It is to 
meditation what the can of oil is tothe lamp. For 
multitudes it is the proper substitute for formal medi- 
tation. 

It is, as St. Hugh of Lincoln used to teach, “a re- 
medy in time of sickness;”’ that is, an unction in our 
pains, helping us to be patient, lifting us into a calmer 
and higher region, and opening God’s mouth to speak 
to us words of comfort in our weariness. It affords 
extraordinary help in times of severe temptation, dis- 
pelling bad thoughts and bringing strength and light 
out of hidden places. In all kinds of losses and dis- 
appointments it offers marvelous consolation, turning 
our temporal losses into eternal gains. In doubt and 
perplexity it becomes “a lamp to our feet and a light 
to our paths.” It leads wanderers into the church. 
It inspires a desire to do great things for God, and 
infuses an extraordinary courage and ardor by hold- 
ing up to view the lives of the only heroes worthy of 
imitation—the servants of the Great King. ‘As I 
meditated on the example of thy servants,” says St. 
Augustine, “they burnt into my mind, consumed my 
tepidity and torpor, and set me on ‘fire with tuy 


love.” 
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THE SCRIPTURE UNION: OF, JAPA 


The writer of the Acts of the Apostles speaks of 
certain Jews who once dwelt in Berea as ‘‘ more noble 
than those in Thessalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readiness of mind, and searched the 
Scriptures daily, whether those things were so.” If 
the same pen were writing to-day the history of the 
planting and training of the church of Christ in Japan, 
it might very likely record the same commendation 
of certain persons there who are associated in what is 
entitled ‘‘The Scripture Union of Japan.” This is an 
institution somewhat similar to the Christian Endeavor 
Societies and Epworth Leagues of the United States, 
whose members are pledged to the daily reading of 
select passages of the Bible. In 1892 there were 
enrolled 11,972 members, and more than four thou- 
sand are said to have joined in 1893. This number of 
members, all of whom are expected to contribute a 
small sum yearly, is supposed to represent about 
30,000 readers. This society has its native agencies 
all over the empire, and there are about three hun- 
dred secretaries of branches, each of which has more 
than ten members enrolled. The superintendence of 
its affairs is in the hands of Dr. Willis N. Whitney, 
who has recently been invited to act as one of the 
representatives of the American Bible Society on the 
“Bible Societies’ Committee.” 

The Scripture Union has offered to lend the aid of 
its organization to promote the circulation of the 


Scriptures throughout Japan, and it is hoped that in ‘ 


this way a new impulse will be given to the work. 
How great has been the usefulness of the Union in 
securing the careful, systematic, and daily reading of 
the Bible by both believers and unbelievers may be 
seen by the following extracts from letters of its 
members, translated and printed in Yokohama:

We were much interested in the news of the Tokyo 
meeting. The condition of the Scripture Union here 
is very encouraging. This place is being greatly 
blessed, and almost each day sees an addition to our 
members, and these mostly join the Scripture Union. 
Hitherto we have had twelve members, who were all 
very diligent in studying the Bible, and very grateful 
for the help thus given by the Union. I hope that all 
the Christians in this place will join our society.

My faith has been much strengthened by the daily 
readings.

My shop is in one of the busiest parts 
of the city, and there are always two or three people 
standing to read it. I feel sure there will be good 
results from several hundred people thus reading it 
every Sunday. Will you please pray for them? 


Kitakata-machi. IwWASHIRO. 

This place contains a population of 5,000 and more 
than 1,000 houses. Several years ago the seed of the 
gospel was planted and many began to listen. Now 
there are twelve believers and thirteen members of 
the Scripture Union, six of whom are unbelievers. 
The meetings are generally well attended, but just 
now the people are busy gathering mulberry leaves 
for the silk worms. The first Sunday in each month 
is given up to the Scripture Union. 


Fukuoka. 

We had a visit this summer from Mr. Tsuruda, who 
is travelling for the Scripture Union. We held a 
special meeting for him. He spoke very earnestly 
to us about the benefit of regular daily Bible study. 
More than fifty attended the meeting, and we had a 
very good time. 


Sorachi. HOKKAIDO. 

This village is among the mountains, about seven- 
teen miles from Sapporo. A prison was built here in 
1882, from which the village sprung. The people are 
a rough, wicked class, who spend their time in drink- 
ing and dancing saloons. There are more than 3,000 
prisoners, and many are very bad men. Until a few 
years ago a priest was the instructor of the prisoners. 
Now, I am very glad to say, I am allowed to read the 
Bible to them, and the keepers are prohibited from 
smoking in their presence. There is a church in the 
middle of the village, but there are only ten believers ; 
these, however, are strong in faith. The priests are 
working very hard against us, and several Buddhist 
temples are being built. 

[NV. &.—Three thousand leaflets are now sent 
monthly for distribution in the prison. One of the 
Christians in the place issues a periodical for the 

prisoners, and this leaflet is thus allowed to be in- 
closed. The paper is published in the interests of 
‘morality, and the editor wrote to us that he was very 
anxious to get a word about Christianity in, too. 
‘Lately they wrote to ask us to send them 500 lists of 
daily Scripture Union readings free. This the funds 
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October of last year. Since then a preacher has come 
over from Matsue, and many have become interested 
in the gospel. About that time eleven persons 
joined the Scripture Union, and began to study the 
Bible earnestly. There are now twenty-one church 
members. A very successful meeting of the Scripture 
Union was held lately, which was attended by twenty- 
five people, most of whom were Scripture Union 
members. Last month twenty-five men and women 
were baptized at our church. 


Sumoto. AWAJI. 

This is a small island, and there are thirty or forty 
believers. Jt isastation of the C. M.S. There are 
many atheists, and it is very uphill work. Until I 
came here, last December, there was no member of the 
Scripture Union; but I am very glad to say there are 
now ten members. We held a meeting and decided 
(1) that we must not neglect the study of the Bible 
and prayer every day; and that we must not only 
read, but practice what we read. (2) A meeting 
shall be held the first Sunday of every month, and we 
must pray for all the members in the whole country, 
and we must talk with one another about what we 
have read. (3) Every member shall contribute one 
sém every month. (4) Every member shall invite oth- 
ers tojoin. Oh, my dear fellow-believers in the whole 
country, I ask your prayers for this little church. 


Fukuoka. 

We held our annual meeting on the 13th, and more 
than forty attended. Several testified to the benefit 
of the Scripture Union. 

No. 1 said: I joined the Scripture Union in 1880, 
and since I did so my faith has been greatly strength- 
ened. I read the Bible every morning and get real 
good. 

No. 2 said: It used to be my custom first to read 
my Bible, then to praise the Lord, and then to pray ; 
but when IJ looked at the advice in my list of read- 
ings I found it was, ‘ You must pray before you read 
the Bible.” I did so, and have found great benefit. 

No. 3 said: When I first joined the Scripture Union 
I used sometimes to read and sometimes to neglect 
reading the daily portion, and I did not always under- 
stand what I read. Some time after a friend lent me 
a Scripture Union Monthly. I read it all with great 
interest, but especially the notes on the daily read- 
ings, and I at once subscribed for a copy. Now I 
await its coming every month, and feel it is just like a 
friend speaking to me and helping me. I earnestly 
advise all our members to buy this, it will be such a 
help to them, and will not be money wasted. 


THE NEW SYRIAC BIBLE. 


{From the Christian Herald.] 


After years of labor in the work of translation and 
revision, the new Syriac Bible has at last been com- 
pleted, and the book, printed and bound by the 
American Bible Society, in New York, is now ready 


of the Scripture Union did not allow it to do; so only

There was no one here who read the Bible up to 


for distribution.. The history of this long and ardu- 
ous task, but lately finished, is a most interesting one. 
From first to last it has been accomplished under the 
skilled supervision of the Rev. Benjamin Labaree, 
D. D., an American missionary long resident in Persia 
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and a master of the Syriac and other Oriental lan- 
guages. 

Rev. Justin Perkins and his missionary colleagues 
were the pioneer translators of the Scriptures into 
the Modern Syriac. They began with the New Tes- 
tament in 1846, which was made from the Syriac 
version known as Peshitto, a version esteemed by all 
biblical scholars, and almost venerated by the Nes- 
torians. It was printed on the American Mission 
press at Oroomiah, the Peshitto being placed side by 
side in parallel columns with the Syriac. Six years 
later, in 1852, was issued the first translation of the 
Old Testament from the Hebrew into the spoken 
Syriac, the Peshitto version being in many respects 
defective and inaccurate. Still later, the necessity 
was felt fora volume less bulky than those in use, 
the Syriac characters being large and the complete 
Scriptures weighing between five and six pounds. 
Accordingly, type of a smaller size was prepared by 
the American Bible Society, and a new and conven- 
ient pocket edition of the New Testament was issued 
in 1863. Other editions followed, but in no case were 
the Old and New Testaments issued in one volume. 
A close comparison of the language and dialects, in 
the light of the fuller knowledge acquired during a 
lapse of twenty years, convincingly showed the great 
need of a thorough revision. The translators had 
conformed their work to the Oroomiah dialect, which 
never came into the general use expected, and it was 
therefore decided, after full consideration, to make 
the Syriac style available for a much wider constitu- 
ency. Defective translations in the earlier editions 
have been amended in the new, and the meaning of 
the original has been made clearer, while at the same 
time the translation itself is simple and idiomatic, and 
the dialect which is spoken on the western mountain 
slopes of Koordistan (embracing nearly one-half of 
the Nestorian people) is accorded prominent recog- 
nition. In addition to these advantages, the entire 
Bible—both Old and New Testaments—is in one 
compact, convenient volume, and contains the refer- 
ences. 

There are also copious foot-notes, giving either the 
Greek or Peshitto reading when there is a material 
difference in the sense. Many redundancies and 
other peculiarities of the Ancient Syriac are eliminated 
in the new version, which, as a whole, as regards lit- 
erary form and accuracy in translation, is by far the 
most valuable version of the Syriac Scriptures yet 
published. It is hardly necessary to add that the 
new Bible will receive a warm welcome from the 
Nestorians, who have always evinced a beautiful rev- 
erence for the word, and whose whole history, through 
the ages, is that of a people holding to a pure, simple 
faith while many ancient churches have been whelmed 
in corruption and superstition, 

The Syriac language is the language of the Nesto- 
rians who ages ago removed from Syria to Persia 
to escape persecution, Every nationality in Persia, 
whether Turkish, Armenian, Syrian, or Jewish, uses 
its own dialect, and hence the Nestorians use the 
Syriac. It should be explained that among them- 
selves they do not use or recognize the appellation 
Nestorian, preferring to call themselves ‘“ Surayi.” 
Their spiritual leader bears the title of “Patriarch of 
the East.” 
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This Modern Syriac is not now regarded by Semit’c 
scholars as a descendant of the classic tongue of the 
Peshitto, known as the Ancient Syriac, but rather as 
the representative of some sister branch of the Aramaic 
family of languages, now otherwise lost sight of. 
There are two somewhat different alphabets in which 
the Syriac is written: the Jacobite, and the Nestorian. 
This Modern Syriac Bible uses the beautiful Nestorian 
square character. 

Nine years ago the revision was undertaken by Rev. 
Dr. Labaree and his corps of assistants, and the print- 
ing of portions of it began six years ago. It was tem- 
porarily suspended, and was resumed in the fall of 
1891, and continued until complete. Rev. Benjamin 
Labaree, D.D., the translator, who successfully ac- 
complished this great and important work, is the son 
of the late President Labaree of Middlebury College, 
Vt. He received his earlier college training at that 
institution, and was graduated from Andover Theo- 
logical Seminary in 1859. In the following year he 
went out to Persia, and entered on m’ssionary work 
under the auspices of the American Board. He was 
stationed at Oroomiah, and remained connected with 
that Mission, after its transfer to the Presbyterian 
Board, until the summer of 1891, with the exceptiori 
of two vacation visits to the United States. He came 
here two years ago for the purpose of personally 
supervising the printing of the Syriac Bible. He is 
still in this country, and his return is rendered uncer- 
tain by the condition of his family’s health. A son, 
Rev. Benjamin W. Labaree, has lately been ordained 
to the ministry, and will go to Oroomiah as a mission- 
ary this fall. 4 

The Nestorians form an ancient Christian sect who 
take their name from Nestorius, a patriarch of the 
fifth century, and who followed him in rejecting the 
statement that “Mary was the mother of God.” 
Originally they dwelt for the most part in the north 
of Persia, and were far more numerous than now; 
but the tyrant Tamerlane, in the fourteenth century, 
came down from Tartary with his hordes and almost 
annihilated them. Their churches were demolished, 
their sacred books and literature destroyed, the rivers 
made red with their blood, and only a remnant of 
them was spared. These escaped to the fastnesses of 
the Koordish Mountains, where they dwelt among the 
wild tribes, built simple churches, and worshiped 
after the manner of their fathers. Later, many of 
them ventured down upon the plains of Persia, where 
they have since lived, remaining, practically, in vil- 
lages by themselves, but sometimes obliged to mingle 
with the Mohammedans and to accept a position of 
inferiority to them, 3 

After many such persecutions, with their literature 
well nigh destroyed, except a few books in manu- 
script, and these written in the Ancient Syriac tongue, 
this old church has yet maintained the primitive faith 
in far greater purity than any other Oriental church. — 
They have tenaciously clung to their Bibles, and rev- 
erenced them as the very word of God. The Nesto-_ 
rians, in both Persia and Koordistan (under Turkish 
tule), probably number 75,000 to 100,000 souls, fully 
25,000 being in Persia. The A. B.C. F. M. began its 
missionary work among the Persian Nestorians in 
1833. The Presbyterian Board in 1870, in pursuance 
of arrangements with the American Board, undertook

the conduct of the mission to Persia. In no quarter of 
the globe has the mission work been characterized 
by more energy, devotion, and complete consecration ; 
and the American Protestant churches have sent, as a 
whole, fully one hundred of their noblest sons and 
daughters to this special field. The work of evangeli- 
zation among the Nestorians has its centre in Oroo- 
miah, and multitudes have been won to Christianity.

ALABAMA AND FLoripA.—I have visited during 
the month the following auxiliaries: Madison County, 
Springville, Walker County, Tuscaloosa, and Ala- 
bama, of Montgomery. 

Many letters from various leading laymen and 
ministers indicate that there is a growing interest 
along all lines of the Society’s work. The people are 
more interested in the work. Many of the leading 
ministers are now beginning to give our work an 
equal place in importance with the missionary work 
of the church. 


ARKANSAS.—During the month of June, in addition 
to the anniversaries held, I have attended four district 
conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
As the representative of the American Bible Society, 
I received a hearty welcome at all of these confer- 

ences, and there were given favorable hours for the 
presentation of our cause. The preachers promised 
to take collections in all of their churches. Unusual 
financial closeness still continues in all our State. 
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This, of course, has its effect upon all of our church 
work, 

I have given special attention to the Sunday schools, 
and greater interest is taken in placing the Bible in 
the hands of the children. 


ILLINoISs.—South DeKalb does nobly again this 
year, An interesting annual meeting was held at 
Sandwich, June 14th, in which the home work was 
duly considered, and cheering reports from nearly all 
the towns in the bounds of the auxiliary were made. 
The work in Sandwich was especially encouraging. 
The auxiliary crowned the year’s work with a dona- 
tion of $150 to the Parent Society. 

The city of Joliet has just completed a very thor- 
ough canvass of the entire city and suburbs, under 
the efficient supervision of Mrs. C. K. Daniels, assisted 
by a large corps of lady workers. Though the times 
Were not auspicious and business was very much 
depressed, the canvass has been a success. 


KKANSAS.—Sabbath, June r1th, was spent at St. 
John, in Stafford County. The annual meeting of the 
Stafford County Bible Society was held in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, at eight p.m. I spoke, in the 
morning, in the Baptist Church at ten o’clock, and in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church at eleven o’clock, 
Delivered an address at the union meeting at night. 
The audience was large, and the interest manifested 
in the work of the American Bible Society was very 
gratifying. All the churches in St. John co-operated 
in the meeting. 

The month has been full of labor, and there is much 
reason for encouragement. The collections have not 
been what I have desiied, and what I have labored 
for. This may be accounted for in part by the finan- 
cial depression and by the fact that one-third of our 
State is absolutely barren this year. 


LouISIANA AND Mississipp!.—During the month of 
June I visited, officially, Summit, McComb City, Ed- 
wards, Bolton, Raymond, Learned, Hermanville, 
Harriston, Port Gilson, and two congregations of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in Meridian. © 

At Hermanville I attended the Vicksburg District 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and at each of the other places named I held 
a meeting in the interest of the Bible cause. Con- 
-sidering the condition of the country, these meetings 
were Satisfactory. 


MICHIGAN AND WISCONSIN.—The work of Sunday 
school supply is going grandly on. It is my privilege 
this month to report 635 children supplied through 
my personal labors. ‘his generous work of the 
Parent Society, carried on through its Superintend- 
ents, is giving an inspiration to many of the auxiliaries, _ 
which are doing a noble work among the Sunday 
schools. 

The financial condition of our country is very dis- 
couraging, at the present time, to the work upon this 
field. Many of the mines in Northern Michigan ana 
Wisconsin have closed and many of the saw-mills 
have shut down, leaving thousands of the people 
without employment. 

MINNESOTA AND NorTH AND SOUTH DaAkoTa.— 


The Pembina County Bible Society, centering at 
Drayton, N. D., reports the largest donation to the 
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American Bible Society made by this society since it 
was organized, five years ago. 

Interesting meetings have been held this month at 
Alexandria, Morris, Madelia, Howard Lake, and Litch- 
field. 


NrBRASKA, COLORADO, AND Wyominc.—The past 
month I have been absent from home on official duty 
twenty-seven days. I have travelled 2,601 miles and 
attended three ecclesiastical meetings, at each of 
which I have been cordially received and the work 
of the Society heartily commended. 

The societies visited have been among the poorer 
of my district, and the churches generally have to 
struggle hard to keep up their organization; but most 
of them have taken collections for the Bible cause. 
The remainder have promised to do so. The work 
has been somewhat hindered by storms, but on the 
whole the month has been a good one. 


New JERSEY, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND. — 
The first day of June was spent at the Paterson dis- 
trict meeting of the Newark Methodist Episcopal 
Conference. I was cordially received by the brethren. 
This district reports well for the Bible cause. 

_The annual meeting of the Mercer County Auxil- 
iary was held at Princeton, June 8th. Rev. Dr. Purvis, 
of the Theological Seminary at Princeton, preached 
the annual sermon, which was a most able and elo- 
quent one, bearing directly upon the grandeur and 
and magnitude of the work of the American Bible 
Society. Addresses were delivered by Dr. Harlan 
and your Superintendent. 

On June goth and _toth I visited the genera] synod of 
the Reformed Church at Asbury Park, with Rev. Dr. 
Hunt, who addressed the synod. The president, Dr. 
Cornelius Brett, responded in behalf the brethren, 
giving assurances of continued and earnest co-opera- 
tion with the American Bible Society. 

I attended and addressed the annual meeting of the 
Morris County Bible Society, June 13th. The annual 
sermon was preached by Rev. E. B. England, of the 
Congregational Church at Chester, and was a very 
able discourse. The entire occasion was one of inter- 
est, and reports showed that the distribution of Bibles 
and contributions for the Bible cause have been larger 
than for several years past. One thousand dollars 
were transferred from the purchase account to dona- 
tion account. 

June 15th I addressed the annual meeting of the 
Burlington County Bible Society. The intense heat 
and other circumstances prevented a large attendance, 
but reports indicated a year of unusual prosperity. 
Over 2,000 homes have been visited, the destitute 
have been supplied with the Scriptures, and contribu- 
tions have exceeded those of recent years. 

The annual meeting of the Sussex County Bible 
Society was held at Branchville, N.J., on June aist. 
The occasion was full of interest, the attendance 
large, and all the reports indicated a good year in 
Sussex, where is one of our best auxiliaries. 

The annual meeting of Cumberland Bible Society 
was held on June rsth, at Cedarville, N. J. The meet- 
ing in Burlington County on the same date prevented 


my attendance. The work of the year has been very 


satisfactory in Cumberland County. A partial can- 
vass has been made, 2,207 homes have been visited, 
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the destitute have been supplied with the Scriptures, 
and many copies have been sold. 


New YorkK.—The Sabbaths of June have been 
given to visitation of churches, from all of which 
liberal contributions have been received. Only two 
of these churches have been accustomed to make 
annual offerings to the Bible cause, while two others 
have not given anything for several years. Hereafter 
these will make regular offerings to this cause. 

Only Oneida County Auxiliary held its annual meet- 
ing this month. At this meeting your representative 
was present, and delivered an address. This auxiliary 
instructed its executive committee to begin a canvass 
as soon as Satisfactory arrangements shall be made. 

An examination of the summary of contributions 
by the churches composing the Troy Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church reveals the pleas- 
ing fact of an increase of $540 over that of last year, 
contributed to the Bible cause. This conference, at 
its last meeting, pledged ‘“‘renewed devotion to this 
cause,” and ‘‘ will endavor to impress all our people 
with the importance of giving more liberally for the 
promotion of this grand benevolent enterprise.” 


OREGON, WASHINGTON, IDAHO, MONTANA, AND 
Utran.—The month of June has been devoted to the 
Bible work in Utah. I have visited the Mount Pleas- 
ing Bible Society, the San Pete County Bible Society 
at Manti, the Utah County Bible Society at Provo, 
the Bible Society at American Fork, and the Caché 
County Bible Society at Logan. I also visited the 
Summit County Branch Bible Society at Park City. 


TrExAs.—The two anniversaries of auxiliaries at- 
tended this month were Harris County at city of 
Houston, and Robertson County at Calvert. These 
meetings were quite interesting, and attended with 
good results. 

Two Sabbaths of the month I spent in visiting 
churches and attending the State conventions of the 
Baptist colportage and Sunday school work, the Sun- 
day school workers of the Christian church, and the 
State convention of the young people’s society of 
Christian Endeavor. In my addresses I urged the 
importance of Bible distribution among the children, 
and furnished circulars explaining the mode of Sun- 
day school supply. oo 

The auxiliary of Corpus Christi has ordered, this 
month, Bibles to supply ninety-two children who have 
no Bibles of their own. Many of tnem have their 
names lettered on their Bibles. 

The annual reports from the four societies that held 
meetings this month show them to be in good condi- 
tion, out of debt, with balances to their credit at the 
Bible House, and the sales of the Scriptures larger 
than the year before. 

Iam glad to say that there are encouraging evi- 
dences of the auxiliaries in this field becoming more 
efficient. 


WEsT VirciniA.—I have been greatly encouraged 
in my work the past month in witnessing anincreased 
interest manifested, both in larger attendance upon 
the anniversaries of the auxiliary Bible societies and 
in greater liberality. Notably at Hampshire, Jefferson, 
Charlestown, considerable enthusiasm was manifested, 
emphasizing the important work of the American 
Bible Society at home and abroad. 
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The Berkeley County Society has been doing a 
good work, employing two county agents. .Out of 
1,174 families visited, seventy-three were found desti- 
tute of the holy Scriptures. Resolutions were adopted 
pledging a more vigorous prosecution of the work 
and calling for more generous contributions. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A LOST ART. 


Perhaps not the best title, but it has this advantage 
—it is familiar. A lost art—lost to most; but, happily, 
still retained by a few. This it is—the art of Bible 
reading and study. Of those who read it at all, prob- 
ably the large majority read in a random way. Now 
and then, if the sacred volume is at hand, and nothing 
more interesting solicits attention, they will pick it 
up, glance over it—where chance directs—in a listless 
way, and then lay it aside with scarce a thought of 
what they have been doing, and with no remembrance 
of what, in fact, never had a lodgment in the memory. 
Many of those who have a plan make it to include the 
daily reading of very limited sections, with a view to 
meditation upon them; that is, in many cases, as a 
justification for the devotion of a slender portion of 
time to the holy book. The purposed meditation is 
forgotten; the reading is only a placebo, which quiets 
conscience, but does little good to mind or, heart. 
The majority either do not read at all or do it with 
such infrequency and inattention that, if requested to 
turn to a passage in Zechariah, they would not know 
whether to look in the Old Testament or in the New, 
if, indeed, they have taken in the fact of this general 
division of the sacred canon. It is embarrassing 
to see such persons fumbling the leaves and vainly 
hoping for some escape from their confusion. Talk 
of revivals! Is any revival more needed than one 
which will move our people to search the Scriptures ? 
Can we hope for stalwart, steadfast, intelligent Chris- 
tians, so long as men and women take no note of the 
holy commandments delivered to them, or are indif- 
ferent to the will of God in Christ Jesus concerning 
them? Will the Church not be poor and miserable 
while it remains uninformed of the wealth freely 
proffered in the gospel and of the exceeding great 
and precious promises given to it? 

These questions intimate the benefits of Bible 
study; but the subject deserves more full and ex- 
plicit consideration. The careful student of God’s 
word will store his mind with the greatest truths and 
soon find his heart stirred and moved by the weighti- 
est motives. The ferment of lofty thoughts and the 
impulse of these divine motives will transform the 
sordid life into a life glorified by holy aspirations, 
worthy aims, and noble endeavors. The constant, 
devout Bible student will acquire a ¢ove of thought 
and feeling which unhappily few, it is to be feared, 
possess. A man who reads nothing but. the daily 
news will have only a secular tone; the man or woman 
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which only enervates, and those who read only pro- 
fane literature, though it may be of a character well 
approved, will be out of sympathy with the spiritual 
and disinclined to the entertainment and considera- 


who reads chiefly fiction will breathe an atmosphere . 


tion of divine truth. Bible study is very helpful to 
prayer. After God has spoken to us through his word 
we are more disposed to speak to him in our closets. 
The word of God suggests most important subjects 
for prayer. Do you say, How is this? I feel that I 
need about everything. Yes; but this general im- 
pression issues in general petitions—the result, small 
benefits or none. But the Christian who reads and 
ponders the blessed book receives suggestions, or 
plainer direction, respecting his wants; and then the 
specific prayer brings specific and richer blessings. 
And, further, such a one finds in the word the suitable 
vehicle of expression. Do you say, If I know what I 
need I can tell itto God? Yes, if you Azow. But it 
happens oftentimes that the impression of need, while 
positive, is vague. The Bible-reader finds his unde- 
fined thought crystallized in some precept or petition 
of the word, and so is, by it, enabled’ to make his 
wants and wishes known. Can nothing be done to 
lead our people to a more constant and devout study 
of the Bible? Perhaps the pulpit will do well to 
stress more than hitherto its importance. 

Just now space can be taken to add only these few 
thoughts: Put away all temptations to neglect it ; and, 
likewise, put away all pretexts, however specious, to 
read daily only small portions of it. A hint of such 
pretext has been given. Men say, Read a little only, 
and digest what you read. The fact is, we are more 
disposed to meditation when we read much. More- 
over, by so doing one takes in more fully the current 
of thought ; and with this knowledge of the historical 
connection, or of the argument, the truth is more 
readily apprehended or understood. Read much. 
For these reasons, among others, the disinclination 
to the reading of the Scriptures will be overcome, 
and taste acquired for what may have hitherto been a 
weariness. The more the Bible is read the more it 
interests, and the better it is understood. And do 
not fear that through much reading it will ever be- 
come dull or stale. It is a common remark of those 
who habitually read the Scriptures--they are always 
new. And this is not strange. Books written by men, 
though they may be never so abstruse, can be master- 
ed; they can be made to yield their contents; and 
when this point is reached they have nothing more to 
give. Men’s books contain men’s thoughts. The 
book of God contains the thoughts of God.—/Vash- 
ville Christian Advocate.

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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House on Thursday, August 3d, 
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1893, Theophilus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President, in 
the chair. 

The devotional services were conducted by Secre- 
tary Hunt. 

Augustus Taber, Esq., one of the Vice-Presidents 
of the Society, gave a most interesting account of a 
recent visit to Japan which he made as representative 
of the Board of Managers. 

Among the communications from foreign lands 
were letters from the Central Turkey Mission and the 
North China Mission of the American Board ; from 
Mr. Hazen, of India, with thanks of the Madura Mis- 
sion for an appropriation of funds; from Rev. N. 
Madsden, of the Pakur Mission of the Methodist Mis- 
sionary Society, reporting a Bible tour in Bengal; 
and from the Presbyterian Mission in Western Africa, 
asking that a revised edition of the Epistles and Re- 
velation in Benga may be put to press. 

Upon recommendation of the Committee on Dis- 
tribution, grants of Bibles, Testaments, and Portions 
were made to the value of about $4,310 ; ee funds 
to the amount of $150. 

The issues from the Bible House in July were 87,538 
volumes; issues since April Ist, 354,284 volumes. 


THE COLUMBIAN EXPOSITION. 


The Society’s Exhibit is in the Gallery of the Build- 
ing of Manufactures and Liberal Arts, and is under 
the efficient charge of Mr. Thomas Denby and his 
daughter. On two sides of the space allotted to the 
Society are substantial and tasteful book cases, filled 
with copies of the Holy Scriptures in many languages. 
The volumes are nearly all open, so that the text may 
be easily seen. It is most gratifying to note the inter- 
est manifested by visitors of different nationalities 
when they discover the Bible printed in their own 
language. 

After a lapse of three months it is even more evident 
than it was at first that the space assigned to the Soci- 
ety, being in the Gallery, is not favorably located for 
the circulation of the Scriptures; still a free distribution 
has been made of many thousands of copies of the 
Souvenir Edition of the Specimen Verses, and of 
Gospels in various languages.
